In roughly two weeks time, 
McQIII students will be 
treated to a puppet stiow on 
an Intellectual level 
somewhat above the average 
children's show. 

Exodus: A Puppet Shovf 
For Chile, a short puppet 
sketch written and directed 
by Cathy Stublngton, carries 

_a direct political message. 

"the biblical version of Ex- 
odua deals with the suffering 
of the Hebrews under the op- 
pression of the Egyptians. 
God sends Moses and his 

' messenger, demanding thelr^ 
release, and It rains down ten' . 
plagues upon the Egyptians 
to show his power. 
The puppet show. takes* 

' this story and loosely applies 
It to modern Chile. The 
United States (God), sends 
Its messengers, a CIA agent 
and a multinational 
busnessman, to Chile where 
they force Pinochet to Inflict 
"plagues" upon the Chilean 
people, tg show the power of 
the United States. 

The puppets are used 
metaphorically to Illustrate 
what Stubblngton -and her 
cast feel to be the political 
realities of Chile. The Chilean 
people are small faceless 
puppets, and Pinochet Is a 

V life size puppet manipulated 

'i by. the real life actors playing 
tlie businessman and his CIA 

$ agent. 

f "The puppets show the 
*' way events are perceived In 
North America," says Stubb- 
lngton. "We don't see the 
[i Chilean people as people, 
they're too far away, It's not 
oiir problem." ~ 

Stubblngton's previous 
credits Include the puppets 
from last year's McGIII 
English Department produc- 
tion of Llle Is A Dream.

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rofessor Thomas 
Pavel is a literary 
theorist from 
Rumania who is now 
settled In Canada. Pavel 
spoke Monday In Leacock 
232 to an audience possibly 
Intrigued by the prospect of 
hearing his "defence of cen- 
sorship." 

What the audience was not 
prepared for, however, was 
the Irony Inherent within the 
title. Taking the notion that 
"man Is not a transparent 
angel" as his premise, Pavel 
forcefully — and In an en- 
compassing way — tried to 
show how a recognition of 
the 'fact of censorship' might 
lead us to a better understan- 
ding of a very vexing Issue. 

"Ostensibly, everyone Is 
against censorship today. 
There's not a place In the 
world where anyone ad: 
vocates censorship," he 
said. This does not, however, 
mean that censorship Is 
wrong or that It does not ex- 
ist. What Is Important, Pavel 
contends, Is not to shy away 
from Its existence, and thus 
delude ourselves; rather, It.ls 
Important that the Issue be 
tackled head on 'as It exists.' 

The talk was an attempt to 
walk this very fine dialectic 
between censorship and no- 
censorshlp. 
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e Identified four dif- 
ferent attitudes 
towards censorship: 
the one which claims 
there Is none; the one which 
claims censorship Is 
everywhere; the attitude that 
acknowledges censorship 
and sees It as a necessary 
stabilizing force; and the at- 
titude which considers cen- 
sorship to be a tool In an ac- 
tive fight against 'The 
^nemy.' 

Pavel himself favoured the 
third view, where censorship 
Is viewed as a «ocletal Im- 
perfection, Indispensable for 
correcting or controlling 
other human Imperfections. 



"Our life Is Invaded with 
Isecond-rate publicity. We 
'cannot get at the valuable in- 
formation because It Is hid- 
den by a flood of T.V., radio, 
journals etc. What I am for. Is 
a very common-senslcal form 
of 'labelling censorship' that 
might categorize and pro- 
cess so much of what Is 
thrown at us," he said. 

Ioving onto a different 
level, Pavel tackled 
the issue of language 
usage. "When we use 
language, we always 
Idealize," he said. "In the 
weak sense, we might 
ldeallzej;>^'8hoe', . something 
not necessarily associated 
with dirt. In the strong sense, 
we Idealize 'love'. What this 
does is create unrealistic ex- 
pectations about ourselves," 
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added. 

"We must avoid stultifying 
lldeallzatlon. We could call it 
essential self delusion. An 
understanding of v'ensorship 
must not Ignore thiS." 

fhe point Is that 
Idealization tends to 
make people expect 
what is not possible, 
the same way, it Is 
unrealistic to ask for total 
freedom from censorship. 
We are not transparent be- 
ings," he said. 

For Pavel, stating that cen- 
sorship Is real does not mean 
that he turns a blind eye to Its 
misuse. 

"Is censorship related to 
an archaic vlev^ of language? 
The view that language has 
magical powers and is 
therefore dangerous. 
Metaphors, can be seen In a 
superstitious way." 
To elaborate this

Dub poetry Is a new form 
of poetic expression, 
originating In Jamaica and 
England In the late 19703. It 
grows out of the African oral 
approach to poetry, adding a 
heavier emphasis on rhythm. 
Reggae music has had a 
strong stylistic Influence on 
Dub poetry, as well as other 
Black musical form's In- 
cluding Jazz, funk, and calyp- 
so. 

'The music influence Is In- 
herent in the rhythm, but we 
have gone outside the tradi- 
tional restrictions and boun- 
daries to call upon our own 
social, cultural and historical 
resources," said Allen in a 
1983 Interview with Fuse 
magazine. Her poems are a 
form of social commentary, 
ranging in topic from Apar- 
theid to childbirth. In her 
own terms, her powerful 
poetry l8."a weapon". 
: . :'Personaliy,; l/.think: lt!s 



time to revolt... In my per- 
sonal life. In my work... I am 
about social change," stated 
Allen In a I9S5 fuse Interview. 



Much of Allen's poetry deals 
with the oppression of 
women and Blacks, and her 
personal experiences In the 
Black urban world. The poem

Paval .refered to_ his native 
Rumania, where In 1958 at 
beginning of the Soviet- 
American 'freeze', fairy tales 
were changed. Suddenly, wit- 
ches did not have red hair, 
because red was the symbol 
of communism. The allusion 
was seen as slanderous even 
though the writer had not in- 
tended to allude to com- 
munism. 

For Pavai, In Canada, cen- 
sorship is everywhere and 
nowhere. He cited, for In- 
stance, linguistic laws like 
those In Québec. He believes 
such laws should be atxillsh- 
ed In favor of linguistic 
tolerance. On the other hand, 
he also believes certain types 
of censorship should be 
allowed. 

In particular, Paval has 
strong opinions on subjects 
such as pornography, which 
need to be 'supervised.' 

or Pavai It is impor> 
tant that people 
debate and become 
critical of censor- 
ship. The deliberate Irony of 
his title. In defence of censor- 
ship, was to make his au- 
dience realize the contradic- 
tion In which he was 
operating. 

He tried to clarify the fine 
distinctions between "cen- 
sorship out of control and 
controlled censorship." The 
emphasis Is not on the cen- 
sorship Imposed by "terrible 
people" but that which exists 
within each person. 

It is Important that 'con- 
trolled censorship' exist 

because we tend not to 
recognize our own 
weaknesses. 

For Paval, although this 
sort of 'labelling censorship' 
might be paternalistic, It Is 
ImportanL It Is unfortunate 
that we have censorship, yet 
It Is Important to recognize It 
. as a fact of life. 

"Defeated In one area, cen- 
sorship reappears In another. 
The debate over censorship 
has no dnd," he concluded.

Parole law relieves MACES of president

; Under a special clause of an 
agreement between the Ad- 
ministration and the McGill 
Association of Continuing 
Education Students (MACES), 
MACES President Harvey Lit- 
wack will no longer be able to 
hold an executive position. 

A letter of agreement signed 
on December 20th between 



MACES and McGill University 
contains a non-standard clause 
which stipulates that all ex- 
ecutives of the organization 
must be bonded (approved to 
handle money for an organiza- 
tion). 

Litwack cannot be bonded 
due to his criminal record. Lit- 
wack was convicted of two cases 
of fraud over $1,000 on 
February 8, 1983, and sentenced 



to three years in prison. 

One of Litwack's parole con- 
ditions prevents him from ad- 
ministering an organisation 
with à budget — a function of . 
the MACES president. 

Litwack is presently challeng- 
ing the cohstitutidnality of his 
parole in court. The first hear- 
ing will be on February 18. , 

Litwack has been on a leave 
of absence since November 28. 



He said, in a letter to MACES, «sures that the Administration

During Litwack's absence. 
Acting President Sheila Ettinger

Katimavik 
protest

Friday at 12h00, people will 
be gathering in front of the 
Radio Canada studio 
downtown to protest the federal 
government's destruction of the 
Katimavik youth volunteer pro- 
gramme. 

This Saturday at 09h00, a bus 
will be leaving Montréal for Ot- 
tawa, where a similar protest 
will take place at the Rideau

According to organizer Jean- 
François Beauregard, the action

A spokesperson for the 
federal government explained 
the cutbacks as an attetnpt jto 
reduce non-essential programs. 
The money spent on Katimavik 
would create more jobs for 
youth if used elsewhere. 

While the decision to end 
Katimavik has been finalized, 
Beauregard remains optimistic, 
saying "there is pressure from 
within the government to repeal 
, the decision."

Ken Hancock, of the Alliance 
for Non-Violent Action (AN- 
VA), held a civil disobedience 
workshop at McGill last 
Wednesday. 

Like Ghandi and Martin 
Luther King, Hancock believes 
that "non-violence is a tool of 
struggle that people must use 
against the priviledged power to 
effect political change." 

He stressed the need for peo- 
ple to protest against govern- 
ment policies that they do not 
feel are truly representative of 
the people. "There is no proof 
that living in a political 
democracy gives you any power 
to stop the arms race," he said. 
"We don't have order, we have 
official chaos." 

Hancock believes the people 
of this country must take back 
the power that the government 
has misappropriated. "The 
debate on Star Wars has 
perpetuated the false view that 
we actually have a choice in 
participation." He points to the 
obvious link between SDI and 
L^PJi^lu^iUs how 'the

Undergraduate Represen- 
tative to Board of Governors 
Amy Kaler's ammendment to 
the objectives contained in the 
new MSS constitution, to have 
it include a clause stating that 
MSS would represent students 
irregardless of race, gender, 
creed, and sexual orientation, 
was not accepted by student 
council. 

Council felt that as this non- 
discrimination clause existed in 
the charter of rights and 
freedoms of the province of 
, Québec, there was no reason to 
include it in the MSS constitu- 
tion.

tion, as long as it abides by cer- 
tain conditions. Every campus 
organisation whose fees are col- 
lected directly by the university 
has such a agreement, though 
no others include this clause. 

Article 12 of the MACES 
agreement states, "McGill 
University shall be entitled prior 
to disbursements of any sums 
herein and from time to time, to 
proof of solvency of members 
of the executive of MACES in- 
cluding certificates, letters of 
guarantee, bonding and forms 
of security to assure the proper 
disposition of funds." 

77je McGill Daily's letter of 
agreement has no such require- 
ment nor does the McGill 
Students' Society's. 

The clause was included, said 
Hodroge, because "the Ad- 
ministration requested it." 

According to Ettinger. the 
bonding clause, "did not exist 
while Harvey was active. He 
kept saying David Bourke 
(McGill Secretary General) was 
out to get us and refused to sign 
the contract. 

"The contract was signed 
while Harvey was away." said 
Ettinger. "He didn't raise any 
objections when it came to the 
bondable clause" before he left. 

It is unclear whether Litwack 
will continue in his position as a 
representative to Senate. In his 
letter requesting a leave of 
absence. Litwack states he will 
do so^However, the MACES 
executive accepted his leave of 
absence on the condition that he 
"may not speak for, represent, 
or carry out any business — of- 
fical or unofficial — in any 
capacity vT- whatsoever to do 
withMACES." 

It remains unclear whether 
Litwack is on Senate as a 
representative of Conted 
students or. of MACES. "We 
have to clarify our constitution 
before we can act on that," 
Hodroge explained.

Despite the closlng of Tangents 
Danse Actuelle, Moment'Homme, the 

third festival for male choreography 
continued Its run through three 
weekends. The remaining perfor* 
mances In the series were diverse, as 
choreographers were chosen for 
their gender, not their, style or ap- 
proach to dance. 

Although the shows were diverse^ 
there were several visible trends 
among the pieces performed. These 
trends made the broad range of the 
festival's choreography most ac- 
cessible ■ ^ ll.j-;. J •„■, 

Two artists were; rtpta'ble for their 
work In terms of style and vocabulary 
of movement 

Andrew Harwood and James Saya, 
who performed Above See Love/, 
have a vocabulary of movement that 
Is rich In contacti,Harwpod has a^par- 
tlcularly (rieftdiy^, relationship -with 
gravity; In his rolls and;falls, one can 
see the freedotn of submitting to 
downward force. When Harwood and 
Saya dance together they work 
beautifully with each othera' weight, 
showing frightenlngly near falls and 
seemingly Impossible lifts. 

They are also very fine craftsmen, 
who create almost Invisible transl> 
tions between sections of differing 
choreograpYiy. 

The opening scene of their piece 
was stunning. The two sat on 
elevated chairs, suspended in the 
middle of a movie screen, while an 
image of waves played upon them. 
The constant swirling of water gave 
texture and an Illusion of activity to 
their slowly moving bodies. They oc- 
casionally broke Into faster move- 
ment, altattering the Illusory shapea 
and activity, and re-definIng their ac- 
tual outline. ^ 

Several of the other performances 
In the series were successful at evok- 
ing a variety of moods. 

In Pierre-Paul Savoie and Jeff 
HaH'a piece. Duodenum, the most im- 
pressive of numerous strengths was 
the sense of Intimacy they created 
onstage. 

The piece was built upon contrasts 
between Savoie and Hall. Savoie Is 
slight yet physically strong. He Is a 
good actor with an Immense range of 
expressions and vocal control, and 
creates a fluid and dynamic range of 
charactera. Hall is tall, strong and 
has a . simpler, more . cynical 
character. Physically he Is resilient; 
he bounces like a rubber bail. 

Both dancera are aware of their 
differences, and they use that 
understanding to explore and experi- 
ment. It Is from their playing that the 
Intimacy develops. It Is clear that 
these two know each other, well and 
are comfortable with brie another. 
The audience Is drawn In by this In- 
timacy, which also made the humor 
and Inteilegence of their work much 
more accessible. 

Though I liked most of the piece, I 
found the ending inappropriate. 
There was a violent transition from 
fun and playfulness to extreme 
seriousness. They conducted a 
ritual, burning fires and cieanslno 
themselves while accompanied by 
musicians' on stage. Unfortunately, 
the mood they created was Inconsis- 
tant with the rest of the piece. I also 
resented the presence of the musi- 
cians. They destroyed the Intimacy I 
had provlouGly enjoyed. 

Another positive trend within the 
festival was theatre of political and 

social significance: ideally, the artist _ . 

challenges the audience's lradlllonali^o^.K?^^ 
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perspectives on specific Issues, 
without confronting the audience 
with trite warnings. Several pieces in 
the program tried to strike this 
balance, approaching' Issues of dif- 
ferent natures and complexltles^]^^^ 
Poonle Dodson, a six-foot "seven- 
Inch Black man from Chicago, 
choreographed the piece Mythic 
Evolution: Hoo Doo That Voo Doo. 
The piece looks at how Black males 
are perceived in America today; It 
takes popular American myths about 
Blacks and puts them on stage In all 
of their ugliness. 
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The piece was a violent attack on 
our most obscene misconceptions. 
When 1 saw it I resented Its bludgeon- 
ing intensity. Later, I reailzeed that in 
our complacent decade, with com- 
mon awareness of civil Inlustlce dis- 
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Dodson used a broad, range of tant In our past, an attack of such In- 



movèment including ballet, tap, 
shooting baskets, and 'strutting' on 
the street. He made It clear which of 
these were stereotypes pf Black 
culture, and how these stereotypes 
degrade the dignity of Blacks. At one 
point, he danced with a noose 
around his neck, demonstrating how 
bittding our misconceptions are, and 
have been. . 

Dodson attacked more than just 
physical myths. He played a recor- 
ding of survey-type questions, 
adressing common prejudices and 
myths. He had bananas thrown at 
him on stage. He also showed a long 
series of slides of nude black men 
with huge penises. I can think of no 
i:i^co(iiiiibn stereotype that he left unex- 
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prisonment In China. The crime was' ' 
never explained to him; he was only-' I 
told that he was under Investigation'^ ' 
by the Central Commltee. 1 

There were two versions of the nar- 
rative, one In French and the other In 
English. 0 
The English version was spoken by i f 
Druick; his words seething with bit- ' j' 
terness and anger. However, the im-^ 1 
pression of anger subsided once he 
played his flute. Through the music,' 1 
his pain and confusion became clear, k 
The French version was spoken by ' 
Vicky Tansey, who also illustrated 
parts of the text with movement. Hendt 
version was more an immediate nar.orr 
ration than a bitter remembrance] Ik 



tensity Is perhaps appropriate, and 
effective. 

Though his intensity was ap- 
propriate, his use of movement was 
not very Interesting. There was not 
enough .variation or play wjth^, the 
stereotypical movementii^thaV^was 
necessary to the piece. In fact, by us- 
ing only obvious caricatures, Dodson 
did not reveal subtle prejudices that . 
are obscured and pèrpètuated by our 
cultural stereotypes of Black males. 

Don Druick, who created Chinese, 
explored the topic of translation. Us- 
ing the tale of a victim of political 
conflict, Druick explored how mean- 
ing's change between people and 
languages.

"An inspirational performance" Is 
how one member of the audience 
described Ta] Mahal's electrifying 
solo show at the Rising Sun last 
Tuesday night. 

A capacity crowd had been eagerly 
awaiting him for several hours when 
Mahal, billed as "King of the Delta 
Blues", made his way to the stage. 
Opening the set with traditional 
Mississippi Delta fare like Dust My 
Broom, and Corinne, he did not let up 
for well over an hour. The first few 
songs hosted a variety of blues- 
typical sexist lyrics, as Mahal winked 
and ca]oied the women In the au- 
dience with his sexual Innuendoes. 
HowQvor, Mahal eventually managed 
to escape this one unpleasant blues 
tradition and got down to some In- 
spiring music. . . 




His second set was somewhat 
more subdued than the first. Many 
people had left by the time Mahal 
returned to the stage at OlhOO (there 
was actually room to move). The 
material was somewhat more 
popular, and even included an Eric 
Clapton penned tune. Tell the Truth. 

In an informal Interview after the 
concert, Mahal made a number of fit- 
ting comments about the music In- 
dustry. He criticised music video as 
confining people's imaginations and 
"fixing an imago In your head." 

He also elaborated on his committ- 
ment to helping people feel good, 
commenting on hia intimate relation- 
ship with music using a quote from 
the late Bob, Marley: "the one thing 
about music/when It hits, you feel no 
pain." The collective experience of 
the audience was proof enough.
